W.u:kh.am, Mii.«., Nov. 19.— The old 
Uaininoiul houicsn^iJ, .■lituatcd uoar tho 
boundary lino of Wareham and Afiddlo- 
boro, hai recently boon the -scone of re- 
markable spiritualistic manifeataliona. 
Tiio old house, for years without a tonmit, 
stiuids iu a wild and lonely spot, u half- 
mile or more from any liabitalion. It is 
an old New Eiifjlurid farmhouse, erected 
over 100 years ao(,, two storioa and a half 
in luiiicht, and ia of that, rambling style of 
architecture which cliaiaottTi^-..'.s aucli 
atruotures.

H has boou 
but conio three weeks since the inanifoa- 
tatious oommonced, and those who have 
iuvestigat-ed the pliunomena are antitlod 
to muoh conGdonoo.

The Brat was witnessed by a jxirty of 
rtcliool children from 8 to l;^ yearrf c.f aije, 
wh.) day tvfter day worii obli(icd to julim 
and repass the house. Thoy report soc- 
iii). a youii|,'atid boaiitifid lady diesscJ in 
bliiok rUHb out of tho house, closely f-d- 
lowod by a man wlio hold iu his Ir.iad a 
heavy piece of wood. Wliun but a fow 
j.iopij froua the-door the young l.tdy sud- 
denly turned around and faced her pur- 
siior, then knelt down, and, with uplifted 
liuiida, impliued him not to injure hur. 
'I'lio man, not nppoarilo,' to heed hor sup- 
plications, whirled the stick two or throe 
times over his head and with fearful force 
broti'dit it down ajniii the poor victim'.s 
hoadT pro-stiatiii^' licr to tliu ■jfound. Tiie 
man thon ([uickly touk the body up in his 
ariuH, ro onterod tho hou-so and was seen 
to !,'o down into tho cellar.

San Fka.nxisco, Nov. 29. — The oxcitc- 
nient attending.the rowing regatta given 
under thrawspicea^of the. Pacific Kowing 
Asaociati6h^\waa ■ nayer equalled by any 
other spdrtihgeVeht oti the coast. "''Every 
available inch of spare room on two of 
the largest ferry st'oamera on the bay waa 
woefully inadetiuato to accommodate even 
purchaacrs of tickets, notwitli.itanding 
the fact that many had previously started 
for the rowing grounds at Yallejo by rail. 
* * * It %va8 decided tliat the 
condition of the water would prevent 
the race between Stevenson and Hanlan , 
and that the regatta would be terminated 
by an exhibition between them. The 
dilTeroiice in their respective styles of 
rowing was apparent the instant thoy 
made their appearance. Stevenson waa 
first out, getting in hia boat while it was 
held by friends, and rowing into the 
stream with a careless stroke, scarcely 
ualny the slide. 

Uanlan, on the contrary, tripped light- 
ly behind hia shell, us it was borno on the 
shoulders of his (ittendaiits. lie arraiigiul 
hia own oars, and placing one foot on Iho 
keelson dropped into her with becoming 
grace. Grasping the oars quickly as soon 
as he was clear of the" float with n siiiglu 
stroke ho went through the lino of small 
boats that crowded around him. His 
preliminary wanning u[i occupied not 
more tluui a dozen strokes, by which he 
reached a position abrouHl of ihu wharf. 
Stevenson, in the uioantime, had gone 
half n mile up the course. lu order to 
give him an opportunity to como along- 
side, llanlau, to the intense satisfaction 
uf the immon.se audience, stood up in his 
shell, measuring ;U foot fi iuciut.s in 
length, and weighing "-'t; pouiul.s, and 
alternately changing iho oars frura one 
liand to the other, ccmimeiicod rocking 
her ao thai the water ran in and out of 
the cockpit. Standing on his hotid he 
rowod with one hand, tho blade of the oar 
in the other hand being poised in the air. 
A ntiinbor of othor tricks wero also 
played to advaiitogo. Stovaiiaon iiiially 
came alongside, and the two started down 
the course at a slow and slovenly stroke. 
Turning at about the same time, they 
started on a lively spurt, which, if it did 
nothing ol.%o, at least showed tho superior- 
ity of llanlan's master stroke. Hia boat 
fairly shot through tho water giving a 
palpable illustration of the increased speed 
giving by the sliding seat evon in the net 
of recovery; or, in other worda, that hia 
shell lost little or no momentum in 
reaching for the last stroke. In leas time 
than it takes to write it, Hanlan liad 
placed tlirtni loiigtlia of clear water be- 
tweiui himself and Stevonaon iind incieas- 
ed that loud at will. llaiilan'.s stroke is 
beat doHcribed by stating that lin lakes 
water quickly and tiriiily ami holds to it 
strongly until the full slide is used, power 
being applied from the start and relaxed 
ju.st prior to the ond of tho stroke. liis 
recovt^rv is also quick and, ao far as 
could be aeon from the exhibition, admir- 
able. He ia pes'febt aiuater of his boat in 
all respects.

Stone told them to go ahead, 
and going away, returned in a few niiiiu- 
tos with a Wiiichoator rifle and a cartridge 
belt around him, and told them to clear 
out. The sonrchers left, but some further 
parley ensued, the rille being used to kcop 
.Myers and Hopkins oil'. Stone then fired, 
killling Hopkins instantly. Hopkins has a 
wife and four small children living near 
Whatcom. Stotio has been in the terri- 
tory but a few iiioiitlis, having como here 
from Montana. Both parties are well 
known in Seattle, Stone having been in- 
volved in several scrapes by his too risady 
use of the revolver. .V reward will prob- 
ably bo offered for hia capture. Ho is 'J7 
to 30 years of age; height about 5 feet '.) 
inches; weight, lliO pounds; eyes black 
and akin dark. His most iiotico.ible fea- 
tures are relrcating forehead, a marked 
Roman nose, and a large month, with 
thick, pi'otruiling lips.

Calgary, tho future Sacramento of the 
SncrAmonto of' the NorthAYest j is sittiat- 
ed on tho Bow river 127 miles from the 

suniiiiit of the far famed Kicking Horse 
Pass and 177 miles from the east crossing 
of i.he Columbia river. Approaching 
Calgary from the east the traveler is 
struck by the peculiar beauty of its sit- 
uation. It seems to iiesile at tho foot of 
tho serrated aiiow peaks that overhang 
tho town, though they are fully 40 miles 
away. The Bow river, clear as crystal, 
winds through the grass covered fiats and 
the backgruniid of timbered slopes reach- 
ing up to tho eternal snow, make a fairy 
picture. Sunrise und sunset at Calgary 
are too gorgeous and grand a display ever 
to be adequatelj' des'jribed, and when tho 
silver moonbeans tip the icy peaks aonti- 
ment runs riot. Faraway to the oast 

■riiK uoii.vm.n.ss puaiiiik 
stretches, and the winding valley of the 
How with its tree coveted aUqiea coinploto 
tho picture. 

So much has boon lately boon written 
on mountHiii [lassea with so v.ist a di- 
vergence of geogr.iphy and opinion that 
it might 111) well to give a description 
of tlu! valley of the Bow river to the 
inouth of the pass and continuation, 't'iio 
Bow river is a slreniu about liUO feet 
wide, anil Mows with a velocity of 4 to .') 
miles an hour ut Calgary. It cuts its way 
through the foot hills in a series of. bends 
and ia too shallow for navigation above 
Calgary; though below that point it might 
be used during Uoods fur steamers of two- 
feet draft. 

'I'he construction of the railway line to 
the entrance of the Bow River Pass was a 
very simple matter; tho writer, then in 
tho employ of the 0.

we liavo a descent of ;},000 feet to make, 
and a distance of 50 miles to make it in.

On Tuesday last New Weatiiiinator 
city and district the ground was covered 
with anow,!ind tho same evening the rain 
commonciid and continued without stop- 
ping till^Criday morning. According to 
Captain Peelo in seventy hours 10:'28 
inches felt, which is unprouedenled in the 
history of British Columbia. In tho city 
i the ditchea and culverla wero unequal lo 
I tho occasion. 'Ihe culvert on .-\g- 
iiea atreet, oppisite Market aqiuuo, 
i was choked up, and the water 
came rushing down McKonzio street, 
through the square and at one time 
threatened to undermine the gaol and 
land ottico. The fence arotind agricultuial 
hall was nndermiiied in seviual pluce.s 
and a deep eNca\ al ion \\'as cut in .Mc- 
Konzio street. The culvert acinss Doug- 
lasstreet ,near .-XgncH street, became choked 
and the water washed away a good deal 
of the street. On Agnes street tho ra- 
vine near tho hospital became 'obstructed 
Kiid tho water riin down to Alary alreet, 
cutting if u|) biidly. It finally found its 
way into the first ravine and iinderminod 
the sidewalk and half Agnes street, mak- 
ing an immense hole. Various other 
streets svere more or less dumagod. The 
front road to Sapperton was partly car- 
ried away, and in some places ubstriicted 
by slices from the bank. The sidewalk 
near ( !overiiiueiit House wa.s jiai tly under- 
mined and covered with earth, and one 
of the bridges fell down about a foot. 
The bridge over the Brunei te, on the Port 
Moody road, was completely carried away 
and a large quantity of earth fell - from 
the cutting just beyond, blocking the 
road up. The long bridge on the CJran- 
ville road waa tioaling, the approaches 
having six feet. The bridge is impassable, 
but as there is no current in the sluiigh 
it may settle down into its original place 
when the water recedes. It is stated that 
two spans of the Ootpiitlaiu r.iilway bridge 
have been carried away, and also tho 
bridge beyond Holmos'over the I'l'iinotte. 
Tho railway track at iMaple Uidge is re- 
ported badly damaged. In snnie places it 
has been undermined, and in others it ia 
covered by land slides. Home cellars in 
the city wero flooded and goods damaged 
The loss in New Westminster to streets 
and culverts will not bo less than ?<l,t)0O. 
The rain ceased yesterday morning and in 
thoafternoon there waa beaniifulsnnshine.

The Prince .Mbort Times of Friday. 
Nov. 9, .lays; The latest and most en- 
rhuaiaslic lueoting ever held in Prince 
.\lbert took place on Tuesday evoning last 
in Flett's Hall. Although the notice was 
short, the hall was crowded, oyer'lDO be- 
ing present. The occasion of the meet- 
ing was to consider the complications 
whioli have arisen in telegraph inatteni, 
owing to the action of iMr. Hartley Gia- 
boriie, district superiiitondont of govern- 
ment lelegnu-ihs, in attempting to locate 
thu telegraph oflico in tho eastern suburbs 
of the town (Goachen) in defiance of the 
wish of tho majority of tho subsoribora to' 
tho telcgrapli fund and of tho inhabitants 
generally as oxpreased by resolutions 
passed at two political inuetiiigs. 

jMr. Giaborno arrived in Prince .•Mbort 
on Sunday. The excitement begun togrow 
liot, and it was not long before it was de- 
termined to hold a public meeting in the 
ovoiiing, to protest against the arbitrary 
conditions of tho government superintend- 
ent. Hand bills wore soon printed and 
distributed, and tho result: was a large 
gathering of all classes of tho busincis 
men of Prince Albert. Tho proceedings 
wero of the moat orderly ohar.ictor, but. 
there was an air of quiet deteriuination> 
pervading tho tone of the spoakersj and' 
which was uiaiiifoBt in every countenance, 
which lietokened a resolve to maintain 
their rights at all hazards. 

Here follows a report of tho meeting, 
with the resolutions passed condemning 
in Htrniig language Gisborno's action in 
setting at defiance the wishes of tho ma- 
jority of the subaoribers to tho telegraph 
fund. 

rEi.i:i:i'-.\i'inc Ai"rEU-oi.A I'.s. 
On Wednesday morning there appeared 
to be a vacancy in tho lino of telegraph 
poles east of the Mission proxiorty, and 
appearances indicated that they hud been 
removed during the night. It waa rum- 
ored that all the polea east of the Mission 
aa far as tho Hudaon Bay Company had 
been quietly and myatorioualy removed by 
some unknown agency and [liled up care- 
fully on the property of Mr. Thomas Mc- 
Kay, tho chairman of tho polo committee, 
no damage being done to anybody. Dur- 
ing the morning rumors were rife, that 
warrants or some other legal process had 
been issued agaiiiat certain parties charged 
with removing them. Those rumorii 
[irovod correct, for about noon .Sergeant 
Iveenaii served Frederick Orr, Richard 
G Wynne, John Stewart, S, W. VunUiveu, 
Thomas Powera nnd W. R. Fish with 
summons to appear before J . J. Oampbell, 
.1. P., at 2 o'clock the same day at the 
police barracks, to answer a charge made 
oil the iiiforination of Hartley Oiaborne, 
district superintendent of tolegruiiha, for 
having "unlawfully and inalicioualy 
thrown down and removed certain tele- 
graph posts and insulators, the property 
of the government of'' the Dominion of 
Canada." 

Thia prcicoeding caused great oxcite- 
mont in the town, and iit the hour named 
a large crowd proceeded to Ihe barracks. 
The court was oponed by Mr. .histice 
Campbell; S. C. lilliot appearing for tho 
prosecution and Messrs. Pit'/ Cochrane, 
W. V. Maelise and W,^R. Gunn f«P, the 
defence. After the acciised Kitd been called 
on tho charge and severally pleaded not 
guilty, Mv. Oocliraiio moved for dii ad- 
journment of tho case for two days to 
allow time to subpoena witneasea and to 
consult with their clients as to the line of 
defence. Mr. Elliott objected to this and 
stated that Mr. Gisborne had to proceed 
immediately to Rattleford on govornmont 
biisineas. The magialrato, however, de- 
cided after an atlidavit liad been pre- 
pared and read.lo adjourn the court until 
the next day at 9 o'clock, at hia own resi- 
dence. 

Mr. (iisborno (who Wias accompanied 
by Hon, Mr, Clarke) was hooted by the 
excited crowd, and as he drove away 
several eggs (whether good or bad is not 
known, but it is to be hoped in the pre- 
sent scarcity of that article that good ones 
were not wasted)_ were thrown after him. 

The carriage was pulled »]) in tho road, 
and a wordy warfare took jilaco between 
Hon. iMr. Clarke and aome prominen 
luon in the crowd, and at one time it 
looked as if Mr. (iisboriie would be rough- 
ly handled. He, however, held hia 
tongue, which was the wisest course for 
him to pursue ih the then temper of the 
crowd. He was allowed, however, to 
drive away safely under IMr. Clarke's 
escort- The excitemuni, rapidly iiicreaaed 
and it was decided to hold another indig- 
nation meeting in the evening. 

Thia'evening a second indignation meet, 
ing waa held, and tho dawn ot the follow- 
ing day disptiiyM throe efligies hanging 
from ono of the telegraph poles on tho 
McKeiizie properly. These figures wore 
labelled •'McPhailand Deacon, the infor- 
mers," "Skin for Skin," and "Gisborno, 
tho one-eyed dude," respectively.
